Montreal Strike Over—Men 
Agree to Arbitration—Director 
Of Public Safety Is to Resign 


Damage Running to $300,000 Was Done by Youths and Hoodlums— 
Touch of Comedy Supplied by Policemen Who Forget for the 
Moment They Were on Strike and Arrested Some of the Rioters

MONTREAL, Dec. 18.—The strike 
of police, firemen and aqueduct en- 
Bineers and incineration department 
employees came to an end tonight at 
9 o'clock, the men agreeing to arbi- 
trate. Director of Public Safety Trem- 
dlay, his assistant, Arthur Mann, and 
Chief of Detectives J. A. Belanger will 
not continue in their present capacity. 
Members of the public services affect- 
ed stated that these officials would not 
continue in their present positions, 
and that satisfactory assurances to 
this effect over the signature of E. R. 
Decary, chairman of the city admin- 
istration had been received. Without 
this assurance, the strikers would not 
have considered arbitration. 

The posts of director of public safe- 
ty and assistant should be abolished, 
was the opinion of aldermen of the 
city In caucus tonight, when, by a vote 
constituting two-thirds, necessary to 
make such action effective in the city 
council, they resolved that the pro- 
vision for the salaries of these two 
officials be struck from the city's 
budget for 1919. The strike lasted 
only 33 hours, but damage estimated 
at hundreds of thousands of dollars 
was done, chiefly to stations, where 
valuable apparatus was destroyed, 
and to some police stations. Scores of 
filre-alarm boxes were also damaged. 

At the time, too, a fire captain was 
sent to a hospital, having been 
wounded in a fight with rioters: as 
were also three private detectives. 
Youths wrecked a fire station, and a 
gang pillaged a store. Some of these 
latter were arrested by police, who 
they were on strike for the 
moment, 

Aldermen Favor Dismissal 
At a meeting of the aldermen this 


afternoon it was resolved on @ ma- 
jority of 17—or what practically 
amounts to a two-thirds vote as re- 
quired by the city bylaw to be of effect 
—that the salaries of director of pub- 
Me works, Joseph Tremblay, and his 
assistant, Arthur Mann, be struck 
from the city’s budget. These are the 
heads of the police force, for whose 


dismissal the strikers are calling. If 
the aldermen can control a eimilar 
majority at the meeting of the city 
council on Monday, the motion will go 
into effect. 

Following the advice of the director 
of public safety, that citizens take 
steps to protect their property, a com- 
mittee of public safety has been ap- 
pointed at the meeting of the mem- 
bers of the board of trade held this 
morning. {It is composed of leading 
businessmen, financiers and Industrial 
heads of the city. 

In the meantime, squads of soldiers, 
armed only with batons, are in charge 
of many of the fire stations of the city 
and a guard armed with rifles . i» 
stationed at the waterworks. This 
represents the sole military precau- 
tions that are being taken at present 
in connection with the strike. 

The Riot act has not yet been read, 
though damage estimated at $300,000 
has been done by mobs of youths and 
hoodlums; nor had the military yet 
been called out to preserve order. 
Explaining this, Major-General Wil- 
son, officer commanding the district, 
said this evening that the soldiers now 
at fire stations are not taking the 
place of the strikers, but are there 
merely as good citizens to help pro- 
tect the common property and to 
prevent disaster overcoming the city.

OF SUGAR FOR 
PASTRY IS OFF 


Restrictions on Method of Serving 
Sugar in Public Eating 
Places Removed 


OTTAWA, Dec, 13.—The ban on the 
use of sugar for making French pas- 
try, iced cakes or biscuits, for candy 


in the manufacture of icing sugar, has 
been removed. The war-time restric- 
tion on the method of serving sugar in 
public eating places are also with- 
drawn. 

On and after January 1 white or 
granulated sugar may be used in mak- 
ing bread, etc. So, too, the restric- 
tions on the use of sugar in the manu- 
facture of canned goods, biscuits, cake, 
dough products, candies, chocolate, 
table syrups and the like, medicinal 
preparations, beers and soft drinks, 
dessert and jelly powders, ice cream 
and even on chewing gum will not be 
in force. For the manufacturer sugar 
may be purchased without the regular 
| permit, but it mist be noted that the 
| restrictions in public eating places on 
the use of beef, butter and fats, and 
| 


for the use of all similar fats by man- 
ufacturers still remain in force, 

The cancellation of so many rules

AUSTRIA WAS 


IN CRITICAL 
POSITION, 1917 


' Czernin’s Letter to Emperor Stat- 


ing Peace Negotiations Neces- 
sary Is Published 


VIENNA, Dec. 11-—(Assocjated 
Press.)—-Count Czernin, former Aus- 
gave 
the correspondent an opportunity to- 


' day to read a copy of the letter which 


was sent to Emperor Charles in April, 
1917, in which the minister declared 
that the condition of Austria was 
growing desperate. In_ the letter 
Count Czernin told the emperor that 
he did not think another winter cam- 


! paign was possible and asserted it was 


necessary that peace negotiations 
should be begun. ‘The letter, which 
' was referred to in interviews Count 


Czernin gave the correspondent last 


week, follows: 

“Your majesty, it is evident that our 
military power is on the verge of ex- 
haustion I need but instance the 
drying up of the sources of man- 
power and the despair which has tak- 
en hold of all portions of the popula- 
tion, who are so under-fed that the 
misery of war can no longer be borne 


by them. 
“Though I hope we may succeed tn 
holding out during the next few 


months and in maintaining @ success- 
ful defensive I am quite convinced 
that another winter campaign is im- 
possible. At all costs the war must 
be brought to a conclusion this sum- 
mer. It is essential that peace nego- 
tlations should be started before the 
waning of the strength is appreciated 
by our enemies, 

“Should we approach the Entente 
when conditions in the interlor of the 
empire leave no doubt of our immedi- 
ate collapse, it would be futile to be- 
lieve that the Entente would grant 
conditions unless they were equivalent 
to the complete annihilation of the 
Cenue) Powers.”

The speaker believed that ‘with 
the ending of the war the spirit of the 
people of Canada had undergone a 
great change for the better. Selfish- 
ness and greed had given place to un- 
selfishness and altruism. The rush 
for corner lots had subsided and the 
spirit of social service was being 
manifested in all classes of the com- 
munity. He spoke particularly of the 
noble work which had been done by 
nurses and helpers during the trying 
days of the ‘flu epidemic as evidence 
of this spirit. It was hardly concelv- 
able, he said, that even a few years 
ago the health authorities of the 
province would have handled the pro- 
blem of the epidemic with the energy, 
generosity and public spirit which 
had been displayed during the last 
few weeks here. The action of public 
officials is usually ahead of public 
opinion, but, nevertheless, to be effi- 
cient, it must have a reasonable force 
of public opinion behind it, and in Al- 
berta, during the epidemic, the public 
opinion of the province had undoubt- 
edly been behind the health officials 
in their work. 

Housing Problem 


The housing question, said Mr. 
Stewart, was one which had been dis- 
cussed at length at the recent confer- 
ence of provincial premiers at Otta- 
wa. It had been realized there that 
it was a problem altogether too big 
to be dealt successfully with by the 
municipalities, It would have to be 
handled by the provincial authorities 
and from a provincial standpoint, 

He deplored the bad sanitary condi- 
tlons which had been known to exist 
in various parts of the country, even 
in the cities, and declared that the pro- 
vincial government was going to do 
all in its power to alleviate these con- 
ditions. He believed that mistakes 
had been made in the past which must 
be rectified. For instance, under the 
terms of the factory act factories and 
other places coming under the opera- 
tion of the law were examined by In- 
spectors. The premier believed that 
should be inspected by sanitary 
engineers, experts along those lines, in 
the future. 

The government was proposing to 
amend the mining act so as to provide 
for a much more rigid inspection of 
the mining camps and the insistence on 
better housing conditions at such 
camps, such as Drumheller and other 
places, where the influenza had been 
so severe, largely on account of im- 
proper and unsanitary living quarters 
for the miners, 

This led to the subject of general 
welfare work and particularly the care 
of orphans, children of soldiers, ‘flu 
victims, and others who had become 
wards of the state. The government 
was planning to have these waifs car- 
ed for and brought up under a system 
which did not savor of officialdom, no 
matter how well intentioned, and insti- 
tutionalism, but one which was domi- 
nated by a spirit of sympathy and 
“motherliness.” The practice of send- 
ing delinquent boys to the Portage la 
Prairie reformatory was deplored as 
tending to make them worse instead 
of better. The premier described a 
reformatory farm which had been es- 
tablished by a city in the old country 
which was accomplishing remarkable 
results with the boys, and believed 
that something of the kind here would 
be a good thing. 

“T would rather make one good 
citizen out of a boy of that kind,’ 
the premier, ‘than have a 
dozen immigrants from some foreign 
country.” This was greeted with loud 
applause. 

Ravages of White Plague 

The problem of the spread and 
ravages of tuberculos's in the province 
was also touched upon, The disease 
was spreading rapidly among our 


fore'gn population, he said, and eteps 


must be taken to control ils ravages

PATROL WILL BE 
COMMEMORATED 


Monuments Are to Be Erected at | 
Coast Points in England and 
France 


LONDON, Dec. 18—(Canadian Press 
Dispatch from Reuter)—Vice-Admiral 
Keyes, commanding the Dover patrol, 
Was presented with the freedom of 
Dover today. He said that the Dover 
patrol had accounted for 80 submar- 
ines between January 1 and Septem-~- 
ber 30. 

A thirty thousand pounds sterling 
fund had been started, to which Lord 
Northcliff gave £10,000 to commemor- 
ate the patrol by the erection of two 
monuments on the cliffs “of Dover and 
of Cap Gris Nez and to make pro- 
vision for a home for Dover patrol 
men, 

Vice-Admiral Keyes, in his speech, 
revealed a number of secrets, by which 
the great success of the anti-submer- 
ine craft were achieved. 

He explained that the channel bar- 
rage consisted of two lines of specially 
built ships, able to ride at anchor 
throughout the stiffest gale. They 
were provided with the most powerful 
search lights. One line ran from 
Folkestone to Gris Nez, a second ex- 
tended across the channel, seven miles 
| westward, Scores of drifvers and small

them, Underneath them were masses 
of submarine devices.

The fourth annual meeting of the 
|Edmonton Board of Public Welfare 
was held in the Council Chamber on 
Friday night with the chairman, J. 
T. J. Collisson presiding. The prin- 
cipal business of the evening was the 
reception of the annual report and the 
election of two new members to serve 
on the executive, which resulted in 
the appointment of Dr. R. B. Wells 
and A, T. Cushing. 

The board, which has as its object 
j the relief of the needy and distressed, 
found that there was during the year 
ending September 30, 1918, a reduc- 
tion in the number of cases needing 
Assistance, due In some degree to the 
geeneral improvement in the industrial 
conditions which prevailed. They 
found fewer cases of unemployment 
and family distress than in any previ- 
ous year. Nevertheless, the board was 
able to render effective social service 
in the city and distributed material 
relief in many cases. 

A total of 108 family cases and four- 
teen homeless men were dealt with 
by the board in the twelve months, 
epesenting 485 individiale. It was 
found necessary to give material as- 


to nine homeless men to the extent of 
$5,754.95 and $800.25 respectively. 
Besides the material assistance thus 
| given the board has been useful in an 
advisory capacity and has given as- 
sistance in the way of suggestion and 
counsel in business and family af- 
fairs. 


Mothers’ Pensions 


was fostered during the year by the 
| board and carried to a point where a 
; temporary working system has been 
agreed upon with the government. 
The scheme, when completed, will pro- 
vide an allowance to be paid to mo- 
thers to enable them to maintain their 
homes and to ear and educate thei? 
children in a proper home environ- 
ment, after the father has died or is 
{otherwise unable to provide for the 
| maintenance of the home, through an 
| incurable disease or insanity. 
The statement of financial condi- 
tions of the board showed that in the 
campaign for funds during the past 
year the citizens had contributed $5,- 
|155. A good balance is carried over 
|to the new year after all debts have 
| been paid. 
| The office of secretary - treasurer, 
| which during the past year and a half 
has been filled by Aubrey Fullerton 
}on a temporary basis, will now be ta-

It .was Conan Doyle who said: “I 
have found that if 1 am turned loose in 
@ large library, after hesitating over 


covers for half an hour or so, it ts 
usually a book of soldier memoirs 
which I take down, Man is never so 
interesting as when he is thoroughly 
in earnest, and no one is so in earnest 
as he whose life is at stake upon the 
event.” 

These words are eminently applica- 
ble to this volume, which is the record 
of three attempts at escape by Private 
Simmons of the Canadian army, who, 
after two futile attempts at flight 
from Germany, Was successful on the 
third. Anyone who takes up the book 
will not willingly lay it down without 
at least a determination to finish it, 
for not only is the story told with 
verve but gathers in dramatic force to 
the very end. Even when Simmons 
and his friend Edwards had _ safely 
| crossed the border line they were still 
j afraid to come into the light of day, 
; not being sure they had entered Hol- 
land, It was in a desolate, unoccupied 
house, from some scraps of old news- 
papers, that they first became assured 
of safety. 

Simmons, who has forgotten to give 


| of his regiment, enlisted in Trail, B.C., 
} in 1914, but his story really begins on 
April 24, 1915, when he entered Bel- 
}glum. Shortly afterwards he was 
wounded and was taken prisoner by 
the Germans. It is at this point of 
the narrative that Simmons’ ability 
as a story-teller becomes evident, for 
he singles out and seizes on the unus- 
ual happenings with a sure and unfail- 
| ing instinct. 

“It is strange,” he says, “how people 
act in a crisis. I mean, it is strange 
how quiet they are and composed. We 
stood on the top of the trench without 
speaking, although I knew what had 
happened to us ‘was more bitter than 
to be shot. But there was not a word 
spoken. I remember noticing Fred 
McKelvey when a German who stood 
| in front of him told him to take off his 
equipment. Fred's manner was halt- 
ing and reluctant, and he sald, as he 
\laid down his rifle and unbuckled his 
cartridge bag: ‘This is the thing my 
father told ine never to let happen.’” 

The first prison camp in which our 
| soldier was interned was at Giessen, 
| where he was put in a foul-smelling, 

ill-lighted hut, but from which he was 
later removed to the hospital or lag- 
jaret. Here the days were very irk- 
/some because of their sameness, the 
only reading matter being ‘‘The Con- 
tinental Times,” which

When they sur- 
rounded the place,/we stood up and 
surrendered. There was nothing else 
to do.” 

On the second occasion, the men 
were within ten feet of the Holland | 
border when discovered. “Suddenly a 
light was flashed on us,” he says. “A 
great, dazzling light that seemed to 
scorch and wither us. It seemed to) 
burn out prison clothes into our very 
souls... .. Into the circle of light 
three German soldiers came, with 
rifles levelled. They advanced upon 
us until their bayonets were touching 
us, and again we saw our dream of 
freedom fade.” 

It was under cross-examination by 
the German officers that these Cana- 
dian lads, “breathing hard, like a man 
going up a steep hill,"’ turned on their 
cmptors and accused them of un- | 
speakable infamies. “We want to! 
serve our country and our God,” they | 
sald, “by killing Germans—they are | 
not fit to live.” It is not strange that 
these boys expected to be killed in- 


| stantly, and, even yet, they cannot) 
j understand why their capturs merely | 
grinned. | 

One would like to go on and tell of 
how Private Simmons ultimately | 
“evased” without “punition,” but, in| 
this event, Mesrs. the Publishers} 


might be inclined to tnflict these very 
penalties on the reviewer for disclos- 
|ing so much of the theme, Besides, 
enough of it has been quoted to show 
that the story has been set down mod- 
‘estly and with an excellent sense of 
values. Simmons its to be felicitated 
in having found so clever and 80 
sympathetic a collaborator as Mrs. 
McClung. No one who is interested 
in the sufferings, the heroic endeavor, 
and the magnificent accomplishments 
of the soldier lads from Canada can 
afford to miss a line of this thrilling

But the record of 1917-18 is even 
more striking. Four major opera- 
tions were undertaken by the 
British armies on the West front | 
in 1917. Vimy Ridge, Messines ; 
Ridge, Lens and Passchendaele. 
In three of these, Vimy, Lens and | 
Passchendaele, the Canadians were 
employed as the ‘‘shock troops’’ 
of the British forces. Successfully 
at Vimy and Passchendaele and 
unsuccessfully at Lens. 

In 1918 the part of the British 
front held by the Canadian forces 
was not atacked by the Germans 
in their great offensive of March 
21st, therefore the Canadians were 
not affected by it.

The list of companies who are en- 
cournaging music and musical organ- 
izations among their large forces of 
employees is growing. The big busi- 
| news heads see the advantages of 
music in keeping a satisfied, cheery, 
efficient group of men and women in 
their factories, and are putting this 
belief to a practical tewt. One large 
firm with four thousand employees 
has assisted in the organization of a 
male chorus of sixty-five volcea and a 
women's chorus of ninety members. 

The chorusés meet for practice 
once a week at the close of work. 
Supper is furnished the singers at the 
|company’s expense during the haif- 
hour after the plant shuts down, Then 
the rehearsals commence lasting for 
an hour and a half. In a little better 
than a years time both these chor- 
uges have attained to a sufficient stage 
| of efficiency as to be able to take part 
jin employees’ concerts and patriotic 
programs. 

In other factories a half hour's 
sing is held at noon two or three times 
a week, In some instances where the 
work people are provided with lunch 
and recreation rooms, the company 
supplies them with a player plano and 
a good jibrary of rolls or a talking 
machine and some records, 

Throughout Canada and the United 
States there are a number of firms 
maintaining an  enrployees’ band or 
orchestra which does much to promote 
a family epirit among the workmen 
and incidentally secures certain pub- 
licity for the firm itself.

THE IDEA 


IFTEEN months ago the Great War 

Veterans of Northern Alberta began 

a movement to build in Edmonton a 

Memorial Hall to their fallen) com- 
rades and at the same time establish in con 
nection with a Soldiers’ Assembly Hall and 
Administrative Offices for their own organ- 
izations. The movement has been strongly 
supported by all the returned men from 
every part of Northern Alberta. There is 
besides a universal desire upon the part of 
the people everywhere to meet the wishes of 
the veterans and to recognize in some 
tangible and useful manner the deeds and 
heroism of the Alberta battalions. 

Now the war is over. The boys are coming home. 
Soon they will be here in thousands. The hour has 
arrived to execute the plan begun by the veterans 
and for the people to prove their many promises of 
what they said they were willing to do to honor 
our splendid men for their sacrifices on behalf of 
victory and peace. 


THE SITE 


The citizens of Edmonton have given free a mag 
nificent and valuable site in the heart of the city 
overlooking the Saskatchewan River with a frontage 
of 200 feet and a depth of 350 feet. It is one of the 
finest in Candda for a Soldiers’ Memorial. The 
property has been vested in a Board of Trustees, 
representing the G.W.V.A., the City of Edmonton 
and the Province of Alberta. 


THE MOTIVE 


We, as a people, have been in the past very indif 
ferent to the welfare of our war heroes. We will 
never be so again. We are hastening to learn the 
lesson and will avoid the stain of ingratitude to 
those who upheld our honor, 

It will not be enough to commemorate their deeds 
in marble or bronze, however noble the conception 
of the artist, or however fine and graceful his work- 
manship.

THE NEED 


The need for such an institution as the one pro- 
posed in this announcement has been apparent since 
the men began to return after the glorious second 
battle of Ypres in the Spring of 1915.

Training Offices, Employment Bureau and Patriotic 
Fund. The veterans have set their hearts upon 
having all these offices centralized in one building, 
and steps are being taken with the authorities to 
realize this very desirable object.

There will be provided a recreation hall, billiard 
and games room, gymnasium and swimming pool, 
a library, reading and writing rooms and a canteen.
